pany to "cease and desist" from 
such interference, and to rehire 
Richard Assaf, who the board de- 
clared was discharged for union ac- 
tivities, and reimburse him for lost 
wages. 


The board also denied the ap- 


plication of the Rueping company 
employes association for listing as 
a bonafide labor organization, de- 
claring the association had failed to 
convince the board it is not a 
"company union" as defined 
by 


law. 


Post Notices 


A further order of the board di- 


rects the company to post notices in 
conspicuous places in its plant that 
employes are fre'e to join or assist 
the Textile Workers Organizing 
committee (TWOC) of the C. I. O.- 
and 
the 
Amalgamated Clothing 


Workers, or any bonafide labor or- 
ganization, and that their status as 
employes of the company will not 
be affected by such action.

du Lac in June before Board Chair- 
man Wrabetz.

Washington—The

how President Roosevelt is playing 
John Lewis against William Green 


by using Sidney 
Hillman as the 
lever to get re- 
sults.

Likewise, John Lewis was indif- 


ferent to the proposal, though some- 
what more interested than Mr. 
Green. But the man who really 
wanted the bill put through was 
Sidney Hillman 
of the 
garment 


workers, and one of the principals 
in the leadership of the C. I. O. With- 
out the garment workers' funds and 
influence. Mr. Lewis probably could 
not carry on the C. I. O. Mr. Hill- 
man is an astute leader and wants 
the federal 
government to step 


into the picture so as to help him 
unionize the southern textile mills. 


President Roosevelt wanted the 


legislation because of its political 
value. He thought it would be a 
feather in his cap for the 1938 
campaign year and he is so inter- 
ested in what can be said on the 
stump about a piece of legislation 
to the millions who are supposed 
to benefit, whether they actually do 
or not, that he pushed ahead to 
get the bill passed. 


But with Mr. Green balky and 


Mr. Lewis indifferent, the pre- 
sident called Sidney Hillman into 
the picture. He sent an emissary to 
Mr. Hillman to tell him that cer- 
tain concessions had to be made if 
the legislation was to get through 
at this session. Mr. Hillman agreed 
to the concessions. 


Then the president sent for Mr. 


Lewis and lined him up. pointing 
out Hillman's interest in the mea- 
sure. The next step was to bring 
William Green into harmony. By 
pointing out that the C. I. O. lead- 
er was in favor of the legislation. 
Mr. Green was told that it would 
be to his disadvantage to seem to 
be opposing a measure in labor's 
behalf. 


Then came Mr. Green's insistence 


of concessions, to most of which the 
president agreed. Some he sanction- 
ed knowing full well that, even if 
the house put them into the bill, 
they might be eliminated or re- 
vised in 
conference. When Mr.

Green concurred, his lieutenants in 
the A. F. of L., who had always 
opposed this sort of legislation, 
raised a furore. Finally John P. 
Frcy of the A. F. of L. executive 
council publicly let it be known 
that a considerable element in the 
A. F. of L. didn't want the legis- 
tion. 


Extensive Powers 


The safeguards in the form of 


amendment obtained by Mr. Green 
and now put into the bill by the 
house committee give such exten- 
sive powers to unions as almost to 
vitiate the legislation. It seems in- 
credible that the supreme court 
will ever validate the right of con- 
gress to fix minimum wages when 
made subject to the approval of 
labor union or subject to some pre- 
vailing wage levels fixed by the 
unions. This is a delegation of pow- 
er somewhat like that which was 
denounced in the NRA when Jus- 
tice Cardozo spoke of "delegation 
run riot." 


Theoretically, congress makes the 


laws and occasionally delegates the 
task of writing regulations to a 
federal commission or board. But as 
the house bill stands, the law will 
be written by labor union execu- 
tives and employers who will agree 
on certain standards for a locality., 
and what they do will affect other 
employers 
and 
employees. 
The 


wealthy businesses will find in, an 
excellent opportunity to put their 
weaker competitors in a hole. But 
the New Deal doesn't seem to mind 
how much the small business man 
is hurt so long as the monopolist gets 
his benefit. 


There's another feature to the 


legislation which ought not to be 
overlooked. Vast discretionary pow- 
ers are to be vested in the proposed 
federal labor standards board, and 
this agency is to have regional 
boards and branches. Political law- 
yers will find their business im- 
proving as they work with labor 
chiefs, or with government bureau-

Approximately 60 per cent of the 


trees were planted for shelterbelts 
and wind breaks—the other 40 per 
cent were planted for timber pro 
duction. 


In addition to the forest service 


program, the state nursery furnishec 
"99.400 trees for planting on state 
forest lands and 789.100 on private 
lands other than farms. 


.The Civilian Conservation corps 


as part of its erosion and reforesta- 
tion program, planted 8.540.530 trees 
in Wisconsin. 


In the country as a whole, in 


1936. the forest service distributed 
35 million trees to fa'rmers, state 
nurseries distributed 8 million for 
planting on state lands and 18 mil- 
lion on private lands other than 
farms. The CCC planted 128j mil- 
lion trees in the United States in 
1936.

For 
thirty years I studied hard .and 1 
still believe the notion that cer- 
tain foods make the stomach and 
the system acid is wrong. 


Acidosis is diminution of the al- 


kaline reserve of the blood and tis- 
sues of the body, a lowering of the 
normal alkalinity of blood and tis- 
sues. Acidosis is practically always 
a consequence of disease and not a 
cause of disease. Only under ex- 
traordinary 
circumstances which

In every in- 
stance where apparent benefit to 
health is ascribed to excluding acid- 
ash foods the real explanation, in 
my opinion, is either (1) the need- 
ed rest from overeating, or '2) the 
increased intake of vitamins, or >3) 
the better ration of minerals the in- 
dividual enjoys while following the 
regimen.

Washington — Right at the time 
congress was so embroiled over the 
court issue a situation developed 
in the Kentucky court of appeals 
which for sheer novelty far out- 
distanced the proposal to put "new 
blood" on the U. S. Supreme Court. 
Yet it made few national headlines 
Kentucky became only mildly ex- 
cited. 


Governor A. B. (Happy) Chan- 


dler recently sponsored a state in- 
come tax law which was designed, 
among other things, to tax state of- 
fice holders. It was promptly up- 
held by state district courts. 


In the course of time the test 


case on the tax was carried to the 
circuit court of appeals, the high- 
est court in Kentucky. It was a 
ticklish situation 
for 
the 
court, 


since -the members themselves are 
salaried state officials, subject to 
such a tax. 


Court Sits Back 
: 
• 


Now there is precedent for courts 


to act on questions of public policy 
vitally affecting the members. State 
judges have been called upon to de- 
cide the validity of acts affecting 
the method of their election to of- 
fice. 


Judges have upheld or rejected 


various 
sales 
taxes, which, of 


course, apply to them with the 
same' force as to others. In turn, 
courts have upheld the validity of 
income tax laws which 
tax 
the

public while exempting 


judges and other public officials. 


Nevertheless the Kentucky court 


considered it unwise this time to 
pass on an act affecting 
its 
own 


members' 
salaries. 
Instead, 
the 


court advised the governor to ap-- 
point a special court of rank equal 
to the court of appeals to give the 
final ruling on the income tax.

That course was taken by the 


governor. He appointed a substi- 
tute court of appeals to pass on the 
tax. Its members were not subject 
to approval by the state senate. 
They were to serve only one pur- 
pose—to decide the validity of the 
tax. 


Among the judges named by 


Governor Chandler were several 
who had been in state employ in 
one capacity or another, one as spe- 
cial counsel in the attorney gen- 
eral's office. 


They upheld the constitutionali- 


ty of the tax. 


The sequel is that quite a num- 


ber of people in Kentucky could 
not keep up with the pace, and de- 
cided to 
appeal to the Supreme 


court of the United States. 
Sala- 


ries of the U. S. Supreme Court are 
paid only in part by Kentucky, and 
that part so indirectly that the 
state tax won't affect the members.
